2.2 Integrity in Research and Scholarship: 
Statement of Principles for Researchers 
and Scholars 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council is 
committed to the highest standards of integrity in research 
and scholarship. Researchers and scholars receiving 
Council funds are responsible for upholding the following 
principles of integrity: 
e Recognizing the substantive contributions of 
collaborators and students, using unpublished 
work of other researchers and scholars only with 
permission and with due acknowledgements and 
using archival material in accordance with the rules 
of the archival source; 


e@ Obtaining the permission of the author before using 
new information, concepts or data originally obtained 
through access to confidential manuscripts or 
applications for funds for research or training that 
may have been seen as a result of processes such 
as peer review: 


e Using scholarly rigour and integrity in obtaining, 
recording and analyzing data and in reporting and 
publishing results; 
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e Ensuring that authorship of published work includes 
all those who have materially contributed to, and share 
responsibility for, the contents of the publication, and 
only those people; 


@ Revealing to sponsors, universities, journals or 
funding agencies any material conflict of interest, 
financial or other, that might influence their decisions 
on whether the individual should be asked to review 
manuscripts or applications or be permitted to 
undertake work sponsored from outside sources. 


The Council holds institutions that administer its funds 
responsible for promoting integrity in research and 
scholarship and for investigating possible instances 

of misconduct in research and scholarship, including 
imposing appropriate sanctions in accordance with their 
own policies and informing the Council of conclusions 
reached and actions taken. 


The Council is responsible to the Government of Canada 
for ensuring that the research funds it administers are 
used with a high degree of integrity, accountability and 
responsibility and will, therefore, pursue any instances in 
which there is a potential misuse of funds.

2.3 Procedures for Promoting Integrity and

SSHRC expects researchers and 
scholars receiving funds from the Council to adhere to 

the principles detailed in the preceding section. 


The Council holds institutions responsible for investigating 
allegations of misconduct involving researchers, trainees or 
research staff working with funds from the Council. 
Promotion by the institution of understanding of the issues 
involved in integrity in research and scholarship offers a 
valuable means of preventing misconduct.

2.4 Tri-Council Policy Statement: Ethical 
Conduct for Research Involving Humans 


The Canadian Institutes of Health Research (CIHR, 
formerly the Medical Research Council), the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC) 

and the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
(SSHRC) in promoting ethical research, combined with the 
evolving needs of the research community, have developed 
a common policy of ethical conduct for research involving 
human subjects. This policy seeks to respond to, and 
address, several needs: 


1. The Policy addresses the interdependent duties to 
research subjects shared by researchers, institutions 
and Research Ethics Boards (REBs). 


2. By addressing common issues and needs, the Policy 
seeks to articulate ethical norms that transcend 
disciplinary boundaries. The fundamental ethical 
issues and principles in research involving human 
subjects are common across the social sciences and 
humanities, the natural sciences and engineering, and 
the health sciences. They reflect shared fundamental 
values that are expressed in the duties, rights, and 
norms of those involved in research. Research subjects 
reasonably expect that their rights shall be equally 
recognized and respected, regardless of the 
researcher’s discipline. Similarly, Canadian society 
legitimately expects that the benefits and harms of 
research shall be fairly distributed. 


3. The Policy seeks to harmonize the ethics review 
process. The Councils expect that REBs will benefit 
from common procedures within a shared ethical 
framework. This will also benefit those projects 
involving researchers from different disciplines or 
institutions. The Councils hope that the Policy will 
serve as an educational resource. 


4. The effective working of ethics review—across the 
range of disciplines conducting research involving 
human subjects—requires a reasonable flexibility in 
the implementation of common principles. The Policy 
therefore seeks to avoid imposing one disciplinary 
perspective on others, while expressing the shared 
principles and wisdom of researchers in diverse fields. 
It is designed to help both researchers and REBs, as a 
matter of sound ethical reasoning, to scrutinize the 
contexts and accommodate the needs of specialized 
research disciplines. 


5. The Policy updates some norms, while seeking to 
encourage continued reflection and thoughtful 
consensus around more contentious ethical issues. 


The Policy does not offer definitive answers to such 
ethical questions. Rather it seeks (a) to outline guiding 
principles and basic standards and (b) to identify 
major issues, and points of debate and consensus, 
which are essential to the development and 
implementation of coherent policies for research 
ethics.

As a recipient of Canadian government funds, it is 
important for you to let Canadians know how their tax 
money is being spent. Therefore, you should acknowledge 
the assistance of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council of Canada in all conference or congress 
materials, publications and media coverage of activities 
funded through SSHRC grants.

3.1 Intellectual Property and Copyright: 
Repositories of Research Findings 


Any rights to intellectual property and copyright developed 
under SSHRC funding are owned by you as the applicant 
(principal investigator) or by your university, depending 
upon your university’s particular intellectual property 
agreements. If you received a SSHRC grant for research 
activities involving a partnership you (or your university) 
must retain ownership of all intellectual property and 
publication rights accruing from the joint activities. 
SSHRC does not retain or own any membership or 
exploration rights to any intellectual property. 


While you have exclusive rights to any data you collect 
during the period of the grant, data collected with SSHRC 
assistance is public property. It must be preserved and 
made available for use by others within a reasonable 
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period of time (normally within two years), on condition 
that the confidentiality of personal information and the 
right to privacy of the respondents is protected. 


Your university must take the necessary steps to. preserve 
the data and make it accessible to other researchers. 

If your institution is not equipped to manage machine- 
readable files or computer databases, it may make 
arrangements to deposit the research materials with 

an organization that is so equipped, such as:

statement of account (you must also send a copy to 
your former university); 


e@ Copies of any other correspondence relating to the 
transfer of the grant. 


If you transfer your grant to a new university, any 
equipment purchased with SSHRC grant funds must 
accompany you and becomes the property of the new 
university at the conclusion of your grant. 


If you move to another country before completion of a 
research program or project for which you have received 
SSHRC funding: 


e Any individual grant that you hold will be terminated, 
unless the research project’s topic pertains to Canada. 


e Any team grant for which you are the applicant 
(principal investigator) may continue to be funded 
if you transfer it to an eligible co-applicant 
(co-investigator) subject to SSHRC approval. 


Is information about my grant confidential? 


Competition results in the research support programs are 
forwarded to university research administration officers. 
By applying through their universities, faculty members 
implicitly consent to have competition results released to 
their universities. University research administration 
officers and their staff must ensure that these results are 
released only to the applicants and those people directly 
involved in the administration of the grants program. 
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Universities are expected to store the material securely, 
and to ensure that it is not used or disclosed for any 
other purpose. After the material is no longer required, 
the university must destroy it promptly and ina ~ 
secure manner. 


What payment conditions can be attached 
to a grant? 


Your grant may have certain conditions attached to it. 
For example, if you have not completed a financial or 
productivity report from a previous grant, your current 
grant payments will be held until you have met those 
conditions. Your Notice of Award gives you a detailed 
explanation of which grant is missing which report. No 
grant funds will be released until all payment conditions 
have been met. 


For holders of Standard Research and Strategic Grants: 
if your final productivity report is not received within 
six months following the automatic extension period, the 
second installment of your grant will not be released. 


4.2 Financial Administration 


How are the grants paid? 


Grant funds are sent directly to your university business 
office for retention on your behalf in a Social Sciences 

and Humanities Research Council grant account. This 
arrangement relieves you of most of the administration 

of the grant: the business office maintains custody of the 
grant funds, disburses salaries and other expenditures 
authorized by you or your delegated authority and provides 
periodic reports to you and to SSHRC on the status of the 
grant funds. 


The University may not disburse any funds on your behalf 
until you have met all the appropriate requirements, such 
as submitting productivity reports, conforming to ethics 
guidelines, etc. 


Who can authorize expenditures from my 
grant account? 


As applicant (principal investigator), you must authorize 
all expenditures from your grant fund, thereby certifying 
that these expenditures are essential for carrying out the 
activity supported by the grant. No other person may 
initiate or authorize any expenditure from your SSHRC 
grant account without your delegated written authority, 
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which must be supplied to your university’s 
business office. 


The university (or your organization) is responsible for 
administering grant funds in accordance with SSHRC 
guidelines and may decline to release funds for an 
expenditure you have proposed or authorized if such 
expenditure contravenes SSHRC regulations or university 
policies. Administration, personnel and accounting 
procedures must conform to the standards, practices 

and policies of your university. 


If you do not comply with the regulations outlined in this 
guide, SSHRC can freeze or close your grant account(s) 
or all SSHRC accounts at your university. If you use your 
grant funds to pay expenditures contrary to SSHRC’s 
policy, you will have to repay the grant account or 
SSHRC. Fraudulent use of SSHRC funds will be referred 
to the appropriate legal authorities. 


What signatures are required on which 
documents? 


Statements of Account must be signed by the grant holder 
and a university finance officer (who may either sign 
individual statements or sign and attach a covering note 
when sending the statements in bulk to SSHRC). 


Journal vouchers and internal invoices must be signed 

by the grant holder or a designated representative. (If 
expenditures are charged to departmental accounts and 
internal journal vouchers are used to transfer the 
expenditures to the appropriate SSHRC grant account 

at a later date, details of the expenditure must be included 
with the journal voucher.) 


Are my grant expenditures verified by SSHRC? 


Officers from SSHRC’s Finance Division visit universities 
every year. These visits allow the team to: 


e@ Assess whether researchers are well supported and 
have the tools necessary to properly and effectively 
manage their research funds; 


@ Review the effectiveness of policies, controls and 
systems in place at the university to ensure that 
SSHRC policies and regulations are followed and that 
research funds are well managed; 


@ Review the expenditures of researchers to ensure that 
these were made in accordance with the Council’s 


policies, regulations and guidelines and for the 
purposes intended; 


e@ Share and disseminate information on guidelines and 
expectations for financial and scientific accountability 
and integrity. 


You must keep all accounts and records of monies received 
and expenditures, with supporting receipts and vouchers, 
for two years after the termination of the grant. These 
accounts and records must be made available to SSHRC or 
its agent on request. 


Can | transfer account balances from one year 
to the next? 


For multi-year grants, if the total funds awarded for a 
particular year are not spent in that year, you may transfer 
the balance to the next fiscal year of the grant. 


Can I transfer money left over at the end of 
my grant term to a new grant? 


Residual funds cannot be transferred to a new grant. 
However, SSHRC will allow residual funds from prior 
years to be kept by the university under certain conditions 
determined by SSHRC’s Finance Division. Such funds 
will be authorized for transfer to a General Research Fund 
Account. This special SSHRC account is held in trust by 
the university president for the broad purpose of enhancing 
the quality of research in the social sciences and 
humanities in accordance with SSHRC policies on 

the use of funds. 


Can I transfer SSHRC grant funds to 
another account? 


You cannot transfer funds from a SSHRC grant account to 
any other account. 


What expenses may I charge to my grant? 


You may only charge to your grant those expenses that are 
directly related to achieving the objectives for which your 
grant was awarded. 


In general terms: 


@ MCRI, Standard Research and Strategic Grants assist 
with the direct costs of the conduct and 
communication of research, including student and 


research assistants’ salaries, prepublication costs for 
the production of a scholarly edition, secretarial and 
clerical services, travel and subsistence, technical 
consultation, research equipment and supplies, and 
dissemination of findings. (Research Time Stipends are 
only used for releasing members of the research team 
from teaching during the period of the award.) 


@ Strategic Development Grants: Eligible costs are 
limited to travel, workshops, secretarial support and 
communication and dissemination activities. 


More specifically, the following types of expenses may be 
incurred in each category: 


Personnel 


Everyone employed with SSHRC grant funds must be a 
Canadian citizen or a permanent resident or they must hold 
a valid Canadian employment visa or work permit issued 
by the federal government, unless you can show that the 
research requires that you hire someone outside the 
country. Employees in Canada who are neither Canadian 
citizens nor permanent residents must comply with all 
federal regulations concerning employment. As the 
employer, the university is responsible for ensuring 

that these conditions are met. 


@ Research personnel and support staff: Remuneration 
of research personnel must be in accordance with 
standard rates at the university or the locale where 
the person is carrying out the work. 


e SSHRC doctoral fellows: Normally, SSHRC doctoral 
fellows who accept research assistantships may devote 
no more than 150 hours per term to these duties. 
However, subject to written Council approval, they 
may exceed this limit if their duties are directly 
related to their doctoral thesis research. In such cases, 
regardless of the number of hours devoted, the 
remuneration may not exceed the limit of 150 hours 
per term. 


e Relatives: The employment of relatives is permitted 
provided they have appropriate qualifications and all 
university regulations and recruitment policies are 
followed. 


e Research Time Stipend: In cases where a research time 
stipend (RTS) has been approved, the Council’s 
portion of the stipend is included in the grant. 
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If both the university and SSHRC portions of the stipend 
are used to release members of the research team from 
teaching during the period of the grant, these funds do not 
have to be assigned as indicated in the original application. 
Research Time Stipends may be used to pay for the actual 
teaching replacement costs of either the applicant 
(principal investigator) or any co-applicant 
(co-investigator) listed in the application. 


Professional and technical services and contracts 


@ Computer services: All computer services for which 
researchers must pay a user fee are eligible expenses. 
University computer services are expected to offer 
grant holders most-favoured-user rates. 


@ Consultants: Grant recipients are expected to have the 
full qualifications and experience necessary to carry 
out research programs/projects for which they are 
funded, or to obtain the help of fellow scholars as part 
of reciprocal scholarly collaboration. Consulting fees 
may be charged against the grant only if the 
application proposal demonstrates that expert advice 
is needed to resolve highly technical problems. 


Communication of results (eligible expenses include): 


e Circulation of findings through traditional media, 
as well as on video, CD ROM, etc.; 


e@ Travel to scholarly meetings; 
e Translation; 


@ Holding a workshop whose activities relate directly to 
the research funded. (The cost of meals for workshop 
participants may be charged to the grant, but alcoholic 
beverages may not.); 


e Preparing a manuscript for publication (e.g., layout 
and preparation and/or purchase of illustrations, 
figures, maps, drawings and photographs) 


e@ For research activities leading to the publication of a 
scholarly edition: travel and subsistence of the 
editorial board: 


e Preparation of primary data to make them accessible 
to other researchers; 


@ Costs of sending copies of data, reports or 
publications to the community where the research was 
conducted (in Canada or abroad). 
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Equipment and supplies 


All items purchased with SSHRC funds are the property 
of the university administering the award. Any non- 
disposable items (including books, research materials and 
documents) must be formally listed in the university’s 
inventory. 


@ Computer hardware and software: You may purchase 
or rent computers and associated hardware and 
software, only if you do not have access to such items 
through the university. 


@ Other non-disposable equipment: You may purchase 
or rent equipment, such as microfilm readers, tape 
recorders, cameras, video equipment, field vehicles, 
laboratory accessories and equipment, only if you do 
not have access to such items through the university. 


@ Other supplies: You may claim the following items 
only if they are directly related to the research: 
disposable supplies (such as stationery), postage, 
telephone calls, cards, tapes, books, documentation, 
microfilm and duplicated material. 


Travel and related subsistence costs 


You may claim travel and related subsistence costs, only 
if data or sources of information essential to the research 
activities are not available in your immediate vicinity or if 
you have to travel to communicate your research results. 


You may charge the travel and subsistence costs of 
research collaborators, both Canadian and foreign, only if 
the visit is for research planning, exchange of information 
or for the communication of research results. 


Travel and subsistence costs for research and student 
assistants can be charged to the grant if the visit is 
essential to the research. 


Travel costs must be based on standard rates or policies in 
effect at your institution. If no guidelines for travel per 
diems exist at your institution, the federal government 


Treasury Board guidelines apply. These are available from 
SSHRC. 


e@ Travel: You may claim the cost of air travel, provided 
that you obtain the lowest fare possible and that the 
cost does not exceed the equivalent of full economy 
fare. Subsistence costs may be claimed for the 
additional days a traveler may be required to stay in 
order to take advantage of a lower fare, provided that 


the total cost of the fare and subsistence is less than 
the cost of a full economy fare. If an upgrade is 
necessary for medical or other reasons, you must seek 
reimbursement elsewhere (i.e. your health insurance 
plan). Rental or mileage costs are allowed only if the 
use of a car is essential. Local travel to and from the 
university may not be paid from a SSHRC account. 


e@ Subsistence: These costs must be justified by research 
needs and may be applied only to time spent away 
from your home or from your sabbatical or extended 
research leave residence. You may claim subsistence 
only when overnight accommodation is required. 
Subsistence costs may not be claimed for more than 
125 days per person per year. 


Networking activities 


In the case of the Strategic Grants and Joint Initiatives, 
costs related to networking activities may be charged to 
the grant. These costs may include travel and subsistence, 
purchase of a fax or other telecommunication tools, 
hiring of network coordinators, food and drink (excluding 
alcoholic beverages) for research meetings or 

workshops, etc. 


Will | have to provide receipts for all my 
eligible expenses? 


You are required to provide supporting documentation for 
all eligible expenses including internal expense allocations 
and shared expenses. This documentation must include 
original receipts or invoices and a statement justifying the 
expenses in the context of the program of research. The 
documentation you submit must be in compliance with 
university guidelines. 


For internal or shared expenses your documentation must 
include the amount charged to your SSHRC account, a 
description of how the amount was calculated and what the 
charge was for. 


Travel claims 


Every traveler claiming expenses from a SSHRC grant 
must prepare an individual claim for each trip. For 
claimants other than the grantee, the affiliation with the 
grantee’s research group must be specified. 


Travel claims must be countersigned by the department 
head or dean as to the relevance of the travel to the funded 


research. In most universities, the business office or the 
human resources office is responsible for collecting and 
storing documentation related to eligible expenses. 


Your travel claim must include the following information: 


e@ Purpose of the trip; 


@ Dates and destinations (persons or organizations 
visited); 

@ Official documentation indicating the dates of 
conferences and workshops; 


e@ Details of daily claims for expenditures relating to 
those visits; 


e Details of any vehicle used; 


e@ Original receipts, such as hotel bills, car rental 
agreements, etc. (invoices and credit card slips are not 
valid receipts); 


@ The claimant’s signature certifying that all 
expenditures on the claim are for purposes for which 
the grant was awarded, that the charges included have 
not been claimed from other organizations, and that 
reimbursements for expenditures received from other 
organizations will be disclosed to the university. 


Air travel ticket receipts 


Original air travel ticket receipts must be returned with the 
grant holder’s travel claim. Boarding passes will not be 
accepted in lieu of ticket receipts, except in the case of 
electronic tickets. 


Personnel: compensation and benefits 


You must be able to provide signed employment records, 
which include the employee’s name, category, salary level, 
period of employment and details of any employee 
benefits paid from the grant. 


Equipment 


You must be able to supply original invoices describing 
what you purchased and the price you paid for it. 


Who owns equipment purchased with 
SSHRC grant funds? 


Equipment purchased with SSHRC grant funds is your 
property during the period of your grant. Once the grant 
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period is finished, however, the equipment becomes the 
property of your university. If you change universities and 
you transfer your grant to your new university, the 
equipment you purchased in order to carry out your 
research remains your property until the period of the 
grant is over. After that, the equipment belongs to your 
new university. 


What costs are ineligible? 


Any activity that is not required to achieve the research 
objectives of the program or project is ineligible. For 
example, the following expenses are ineligible: 


1. Research by the applicant (principal investigator) or 
co-applicant (co-investigator) leading to a degree. 


2. Education-related costs, such as thesis defence, 
publication, tuition and course fees, etc. 


3. Research costs of Strategic Grant partners. 


4. Research costs of research collaborators. (Note: some 
travel costs may be eligible as explained above under 
“Travel and related subsistence costs.’) 


5. Any research expenses related to work being carried 
out by the researcher under contract to a public or 
private agency or firm for their own purposes, with the 
exception of work commissioned by a non- 
government publisher. 


6. Activities that have no significant research component 
(e.g., conducting a public opinion poll which does not 
include analysis likely to produce new knowledge, 
reviewing literature, preparing research proposals, 
summarizing the findings of other researchers, etc.). 
This does not apply to Research Development grants. 


7. Fees for consultation with colleagues or for their 
participation in the research. 


8. Contingency allowances. 


9. Indirect costs (e.g., medical insurance) or 
administrative overhead. 


10. Purchase or rental of standard office equipment such 
as desks, chairs, filing cabinets, photocopiers, 
facsimile machines and answering machines. (Note: 
some equipment costs may be explained under 
‘Networking activities.”’) 


11. Sales taxes to which an exemption or rebate applies. 


12. Child-care expenses. 
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13. The cost of memberships in professional associations. 


14. Professional training or development, including 
computer and language training. 


15. Preparation of teaching materials. 


16. Curriculum development (e.g., preparing course 
material or syllabus designed for a program of 
teaching-unless it is of demonstrated theoretical 
importance or part of a research program or project). 


17. Simple collection or assembling of information (rather 
than analysis designed to answer a research question 
or test an hypothesis). 


18. Entertainment costs. 

19. Hospitality costs. 

20. The purchase of land. 

21. Discretionary severance and separation packages. 


22. General departmental expenses. Although researchers 
may use grant funds to share common research 
expenses, the cost of the shared expenses must be pro- 
rated on the basis of benefit obtained. The grant funds 
may not be used to contribute to shared expenses, for 
which the researcher will obtain no benefit. 


Grant funds may not be transferred from a SSHRC 
grant account to any other account. 


Note: This list is not exhaustive. If you are in doubt about the 
eligibility of a particular expense, contact your research grant 
officer or your university business office for clarification. If the 
university is not sure about the eligibility of an expense, your 
research grant officer will contact SSHRC for further 
clarification.

5.1 Basic Terms and Conditions 


What is the period of tenure? 


The maximum tenure period for grants awarded for 
conferences is one year. The maximum period of tenure 
for grants awarded for congresses is normally three years. 
Grants must be used for the preparation of and follow-up 
to the activity for which they were awarded. Proceedings 
must be produced within one year of the date of the event 
at which time the grant account will be closed. If you have 
approval from SSHRC’s Finance Division, you may 
transfer any remaining funds to the university’s general 
research fund account. 


What if | change institutions or move to 
another country? 


If you change institutional affiliation between the time the 
grant is awarded and the time the event will be held, you 
must contact an awards administration officer in SSHRC’s 
Finance Division to find out how to transfer your grant to 
another eligible member of the organizing committee. 


What if our plans change? 


@ New event date: The event can be postponed to a later 
date within the fiscal year for which the grant was 
awarded, provided that the program and the main 
guest speakers remain essentially the same as those 
approved by the selection committee. Although prior 
SSHRC approval is not required, you must inform 
SSHRC in writing (with a copy to the university) of 
the date change. 


If the event is postponed to the next fiscal year, a 
written request for approval must be submitted to 
SSHRC, explaining the rationale for postponement 
and confirming that the event remains essentially the 
same. Both you and the university will be informed of 
SSHRC’s decision shortly thereafter. 


e Program changes: Minor changes (e.g., replacement 
of guest speakers, the addition of a new topic) do not 
require prior SSHRC approval provided the event 
remains essentially the same. Approval for major 
program changes (e.g., changing the theme or focus of 
the event) must be requested in writing to SSHRC. If 
you are unsure about what constitutes a minor or 
major change, consult a SSHRC program officer. 


@ Guest speakers change: Clearly, it is in the nature of 
conferences/congresses that some guest speakers may 
have to be replaced at the last moment. No prior 
SSHRC approval is required for such limited changes 
but they must be mentioned in the report of activities 
submitted at the conclusion of the grant. 


Is information about the grant confidential? 


Competition results are forwarded to university research 
administration officers, who inform candidates of the 
outcome of their applications. By applying through their 
universities, faculty members implicitly consent to have 
competition results released to their universities. 
University research administration officers and their staff 
must ensure that these results are released only to the

These grants offer limited support to help defray the travel 
and subsistence expenses of key presenters and graduate 
students, administrative costs of organizing the event, as 
well as publication of the event’s proceedings. They are 
meant mainly as contributions toward the cost of holding 
the event, rather than as a full subsidy. A more detailed 
explanation of eligible expenses follows. 


Participants 


Only presenters and key speakers are eligible to receive 
support. Government employees are eligible for support 
provided the conference or congress is not related to their 
normal duties, they are not representing their employer, 
they are presenting a paper on their own research and 

not on the results of work carried out or funded by 

their employer. 


Travel costs 


Travel costs must be based on standard rates or policies 
in effect at your institution. If no guidelines for travel per 
diems exist at your institution, the federal government 
Treasury Board guidelines apply. These are available 
from SSHRC. 


You may claim the cost of air travel, provided that you 
obtain the lowest fare possible and that the cost does not 


exceed the equivalent of full economy fare. Subsistence 
costs may be claimed for the additional days a traveler 
may be required to stay in order to take advantage of a 
lower fare, provided that the total cost of the fare and 
subsistence is less than the cost of a full economy fare. 

If an upgrade is necessary for medical or other reasons, 
you must seek reimbursement elsewhere (i.e. your health 
insurance plan). Rental or mileage costs are allowed only 
if the use of a car is essential. Local travel to and from the 
university may not be paid from a SSHRC trust account. 


Subsistence costs 


Subsistence costs for the duration of the event are eligible 
expenses. A half-day’s subsistence may be added to the 
total claim for participants residing in North America who 
must travel for more than four hours to reach the event site 
within North America. One day’s subsistence may be 
added to the total claim for participants residing outside 
North America. Subsistence costs must be based on 
standard rates or policies in effect at your institution. 


Administrative expenses 


Administrative expenses are eligible only if they are 
directly related to the conference/congress or travel 
activity. The following list is not exhaustive and is 
intended to serve only as a general guideline: 


e Secretarial or clerical assistance; 
e Postage; 

e@ Telephone; 

e@ Facsimile transmission costs only; 
e@ Advertising; 


e Translation of conference or congress documents 
only; 


e@ Interpretation 
e Publication of proceedings; 


e Meeting rooms. 


Will we have to provide receipts for all our 
eligible expenses? 


You are required to provide supporting documentation for 
all eligible expenses including internal expense allocations 
and shared expenses. This documentation must include 

original receipts or invoices and a statement justifying the 
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expenses in the context of the conference or congress 
program. The documentation you submit must be in 
compliance with university guidelines. 


For internal or shared expenses your documentation must 
include the amount charged to your SSHRC account, a 
description of how the amount was calculated and what the 
charge was for. 


Travel claims 


Every traveler claiming expenses from a SSHRC grant 
must prepare an individual claim for each trip. For 
claimants other than the grantee, the affiliation with the 
grantee’s research group must be specified. 


Travel claims must be countersigned by the department 
head or dean as to the relevance of the travel to the funded 
research. In most universities, the business office or the 
human resources office is responsible for collecting and 
storing documentation related to eligible expenses. 


Your travel claim must include the following information: 


e Purpose of the trip; 


e Dates and destinations (persons or organizations 
visited); 


e@ Official documentation indicating the dates of 
conferences and workshops; 


@ Details of daily claims for expenditures relating to 
those visits; 


e@ Details of any vehicle used; 


e Original receipts, such as hotel bills, car rental 
agreements, etc. (invoices and credit card slips are not 
valid receipts); 


e@ The claimant’s signature certifying that all 
expenditures on the claim are for purposes for which 
the grant was awarded, that the charges included have 
not been claimed from other organizations, and that 
reimbursements for expenditures received from other 
organizations will be disclosed to the university. 


Air travel ticket receipts 


Original air travel ticket receipts must be returned with the 
grant holder’s travel claim. Boarding passes will not be 
accepted in lieu of ticket receipts, except in the case of 
electronic tickets. 
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Personnel: compensation and benefits 


You must be able to provide signed employment records, 
which include the employee’s name, category, salary level, 
period of employment and details of any employee 
benefits paid from the grant. 


What costs are ineligible? 


Any cost that is not related to the legitimate objectives of 

the conference or congress is ineligible. The following list 

is not exhaustive and is intended to serve as a general 

guideline: 

e Any cost incurred before a grant is awarded (with the 
exception of airline tickets); 


e Registration fees; 
e@ Payment of honoraria; 
@ Purchase of computer equipment or software; 


e@ Purchase or rental of standard office equipment such 
as desks, chairs, filing cabinets, photocopiers, 
facsimile and answering machines; 


e@ Hospitality expenses such as banquets and alcoholic 
refreshments; 


@ Expenses related to the business component of a 
congress or conference. 


[f you are unsure whether or not a particular cost is 
eligible, consult an award administration officer with 
SSHRC’s Finance Division for clarification before 
incurring the cost.

If the proceedings were published with grant funds, you 
or your publisher must send one or more copies of the 
proceedings to:

(If you printed less than 100 copies, send one copy; if you 
printed over 200, send 2 copies.) 


Who retains the intellectual property/copyright 
to research presented? 


Copyright and ownership of intellectual property 
developed with SSHRC funds belongs to the creator or the 
creator’s university and not to the conference or congress 


- organizer. See also section 3.1, page 3. 


6. GRANTS TO JOURNALS AND 
SCHOLARLY ASSOCIATIONS 


This section contains regulations that apply to the Aid to 
Research and Transfer Journals and the Grants to 
Scholarly Associations programs. 


6.1 Basic Terms and Conditions 


What is the period of tenure? 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals: SSHRC awards 
and pays out grants based on its fiscal year. But the period 
of tenure for the grant may follow the journal’s fiscal year. 


Grants to Scholarly Associations: This program is 
currently under review. Until the review is completed, 
you will be given an annual extension of your grant. 
Information about your 2000 extension will be sent to 
you directly. (No new participants will be admitted to 
the program until the review is completed). 


What payment conditions can be attached 
to a grant? 


Your grant may have certain conditions attached to it. For 
example, if you have not completed your Statement of 
Revenues and Expenses form or your financial report for a 
given year, your payments may be held until you have met 
those conditions. 


6.2 Financial Administration 
How are the grants paid? 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals: Grant payments 
will normally be made by cheque to the universities. If the 
journal is self administered or administered through an 
association, the cheque will be sent to the journal or 
association. 


Grants to Scholarly Associations: Grant funds are paid 
directly to the contact person at the organization. 


When are the grants paid? 


See above, Table 3: Journals and Scholarly Associations 
Dates to Remember, page 15. 


Who can authorize expenditures from 
the grant account? 


The university or your organization is responsible for 
administering grant funds in accordance with SSHRC 
guidelines. Administration, personnel and accounting 
procedures must conform to the standards, practices and 
policies of your university. 


SSHRC Grant Holder’s Guide 2000 | 15 


If you do not comply with the regulations outlined in this 
guide, SSHRC can freeze or close your grant account(s) or 
all SSHRC accounts at your university. If you use your 
grant funds to pay expenditures contrary to SSHRC’s 
policy, you will have to repay the grant account or 
SSHRC. Fraudulent use of SSHRC funds will be referred 
to the appropriate legal authorities. 


Are our grant expenditures verified by SSHRC? 


Officers from SSHRC’s Finance Division visit universities 
every year. These visits allow the team to: 


@ Review the effectiveness of policies, controls and 
systems in place at the university or within your 
organization to ensure that SSHRC policies and 
regulations are followed and that funds are well 
managed; 


@ Review your expenditures to ensure that these were 
made in accordance with the Council’s policies, 
regulations and guidelines and for the purposes 
intended; 


e@ Share and disseminate information on guidelines and 
expectations for financial and scientific accountability 
and integrity. 


May we transfer funds from one fiscal year 
to the next? 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals: If you do not 
spend your entire grant in a particular year, you may 
transfer the balance to the next fiscal period, without 
SSHRC approval. However, you must record this balance 
on the balance sheet part of your Statement of Revenues 
and Expenses. If your journal’s accumulated surplus is

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more than a year’s operating expenses, the excess may be 
deducted from the next grant. 


Can | transfer SSHRC grant funds to 
another account? 


You cannot transfer funds from a SSHRC grant account 
to any other account. 


What expenses may we charge to our grant? 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals: Your grant may 
only be used to help defray costs associated with the 
preparation and publication of the journal, including 
administration, translation, printing, marketing and 
distribution costs. 


Grants to Scholarly Associations: Your grant covers only 
the travel and subsistence costs for members to attend the 
annual general meetings. In allocating these funds, you are 
expected to give priority to your members (especially to 
student members) over your executive. To encourage 
equitable distribution, you are encouraged to support 
different people each year so that as many members as 
possible benefit from the funds. 


Travel costs must be based on standard rates or policies in 
effect at your institution. If no guidelines for travel per 
diems exist at your institution, the federal government 
Treasury Board guidelines apply. These are available 
from SSHRC. 


You may claim the cost of air travel, provided that you 
obtain the lowest fare possible and that the cost does not 
exceed the equivalent of full economy fare. Subsistence 
costs may be claimed for the additional days a traveler 
may be required to stay in order to take advantage of a 
lower fare, provided that the total cost of the fare and 
subsistence is less than the cost of a full economy fare. 
If an upgrade is necessary for medical or other reasons, 
you must seek reimbursement elsewhere (i.e. your health 
insurance plan). Rental or mileage costs are allowed only 
if the use of a car is essential. Local travel to and from the 
university may not be paid from a SSHRC trust account. 


What costs are ineligible? 


The following expenses are ineligible. 


@ Child-care expenses. 
e@ Entertainment costs. 
e@ Hospitality costs. 


e Discretionary severance and separation packages. 


Note: This list is not exhaustive. If you are in doubt about the 
eligibility of a particular expense, contact your research grant 
officer or your university business office for clarification. 

If the university is not sure about the eligibility of an expense, 
your research grant officer will contact SSHRC for further 
clarification. 


6.3 After the Grant is Completed 


What reports will we be required to submit?

Can we submit computerized statements 
of account? 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals: SSHRC accepts 
computerized statements as long as you use the categories 
on the Aid to Research and Transfer Journals Statement of 
Revenues and Expenses form. 


Grants to Scholarly Associations: SSHRC accepts 
computerized statements as long as you use the categories 
on the Tri-Council Statement of Account form. See

Can we get additional funding? 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals: There is no 
commitment of support for operating expenses beyond the 
term of the grant. SSHRC holds an annual competition for 
special initiatives, but these grants cannot be used to offset 
general operating expenses.

7. GRANTS TO INSTITUTIONS 


This section contains regulations that apply to grants from 
the Aid to Small Universities and SSHRC Institutional 
Grants programs. 


7.1 Basic Terms and Conditions 


What is the period of tenure? 


Your Notice of Award will tell you what the period of 
tenure for your grant is. Aid to Small Universities and 
SSHRC Institutional grants are awarded for three years. 
The grant begins April 1 and ends March 31 of the final 
year of the grant. 


Can the grant be transferred? 


Grants for institutions may not be transferred from one 
institution to another. 


What if our plans change? 


Aid to Small Universities: Since your grant was awarded 
directly on the basis of an approved development plan for 
your institution, SSHRC must be informed in writing of 
any change to that development plan. 


7.2 Financial Administration 
When are the grants paid? 


See Table 4: Institutions Dates to Remember.

Officers from SSHRC’s Finance Division visit universities 
every year.

manage their research funds; 


@ Review the effectiveness of policies, controls and 
systems in place at the university to ensure that 
SSHRC policies and regulations are followed and 
that funds are well managed; 


@ Review the expenditures of researchers to ensure that 
these were made in accordance with the Council’s 
policies, regulations and guidelines and for the 
purposes intended; 


e@ Share and disseminate information on guidelines and 
expectations for financial and scientific accountability 
and integrity. 


You must keep all accounts and records of monies received 
and expenditures, with supporting receipts and vouchers, 
for two years after the termination of the grant. These 
accounts and records must be made available to SSHRC or 
its agent on request.

* The Activity Report for the Aid to Small Universities program is part of the program application form and must be completed when applying for funding for the 
next three-year period. The report requires details on the recipients, the title and a description of all activities funded from the previous three-year ASU grant. 


** The Institutional Grants Activity Report form provides information on the allocation of grant funds. 
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Can we transfer account balances from one 
year to the next? 


For multi-year grants, if the total funds awarded for a 
particular year are not spent in that year, you may transfer 
the balance to the next fiscal year of the grant. 


Can we transfer money left over at the end of 
the grant term to a new grant? 


Residual funds cannot be transferred to a new grant. 
However, SSHRC will allow residual funds from prior 
years to be kept by the university under certain conditions 
determined by SSHRC’s Finance Division. Such funds will 
be authorized for transfer to a General Research Fund 
Account. This special SSHRC account 1s held in trust by 
the university president for the broad purpose of enhancing 
the quality of research in the social sciences and 
humanities in accordance with SSHRC policies on 

the use of funds. 


What activities and materials can we support 
with grant funds? 


Aid to Small Universities: Your grant must be used to 
develop your institution’s research capacity in the area(s) 
identified in your university’s three-year development plan. 
You may use your grant funds to complement support 
from other SSHRC programs, if your institution’s 
development plan so requires. However, your grant is not 
intended as a substitute for funding otherwise available 
from SSHRC. 


Provided they are directly related to your institution’s 
development plan, the following items may be supported 
with the grant funds: 


@ Research projects or programs. 


@ Travel by faculty or visiting scholars to conduct 
research, consultation, collaborative work or research 
dissemination. 


e Travel costs for graduate students to attend scholarly 
conferences. 


@ Conferences. 
@ Workshops, seminars, sessions on research. 


e Infrastructure costs. (This is a very restricted category: 
contact a SSHRC Finance Division officer for details.) 


e Journals support must be limited to seed funding to 
avoid the proliferation of journals of limited scientific 
merit. (Journals may be supported only until the next 
competition of the Aid to Research and Transfer 
Journals Program to be held in June 2001.) Journals 
that were unsuccessful in the latest Aid to Research 
and Transfer Journals competition may not be 
supported with ASU funds. 


e Graduate student fellowships and research 
assistantships. Those doctoral students who qualified 
for the institution’s A List, but who were unsuccessful 
in the national SSHRC competition, may be awarded 
fellowships with a maximum value of $12,000. 
Research assistantships may be awarded through 
research grants. Recipients must meet all of SSHRC’s 
eligibility criteria for doctoral fellowships, and their 
studies must directly relate to the areas of focus 
identified in the development plan. 


@ Completion of Ph.D. thesis research for faculty whose 
research is directly related to the area(s) targeted by 
the institution’s development plan. 


e Acquisition of library research materials clearly linked 
to the university’s research development focus. (ASU 
funds may be used for the general development of 
specialized collections since funding for this purpose 
is no longer available through SSHRC’s Specialized 
Research Collections program.) 


@ Development of research databases clearly linked to 
the research area(s) targeted by the development plan. 


SSHRC Institutional Grants: These grants are to be used 
by the institution to award individual grants of less than 
$5,000 per year through its own competitive process. 


The institution determines the number of competitions 

to be held annually, in order to establish deadlines that 
best suit the needs of the researchers and to define the 
academic and administrative criteria that regulate the 
competition. SSHRC prefers that the competition be based 
on peer evaluation, meaning that, at the very least, faculty 
members participate on the selection committees. 


Grant funds may be used to support the following types 
of activities: 


e Short-term research projects; 


e  Research-related conference travel (including 
international travel); 


@ Small seminars; 


e Infrastructure costs (very restricted category, contact a 
SSHRC Finance Division officer for details). 


For specific eligible expenses under each of these 
activities, consult this guide for the program that most 
closely resembles the type of grant you are awarding. 

For example, if you have awarded a grant for a short-term 
research project, consult the eligible research expenses 
listed in section 4.2, page 6; if you have awarded funds 
for travel, consult section 4.2, page 8). 


Will | have to provide receipts for all my 
eligible expenses? 


You are required to provide supporting documentation for 
all eligible expenses. This documentation must include 
original receipts or invoices and a statement justifying 
the expenses. 


What costs are ineligible? 


For a list of ineligible costs consult the guidelines for the 
SSHRC program that most closely resembles the type of 
grant you are awarding. Note that Research Time Stipends 
are not an eligible expense.
